In the orders of the day, were taken up, 
read, and referred lo appropriate commit- 
tees. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. DUKE offered the following pream- 
ble and resolutions, which were ordered to 
be printed, and referred to the committee on 
Federal Relations, viz: 

Whereas, Kentucky has proven her loyalty to 
tho Constitution and Government of the United 
States, and her devotion to the Union of the States, 
by putting forth her energies with promptness 
ami zeal in aid of tho National Government, in 
tho existing contest with armed rebellion; and 
whereas, she has witnessed in silence and in pain, 
during said contest, repeated wrongs to her citi- 
zens and infringements upon her constitutional 
rights by tho Federal Executive and by tho army 
and soldiers ot the nation whoso duty it is to pro- 
tect instead of molestiug and destroying. These 
wrongs having been borne in tho hopo that they 
wero temporary merely and would becorrected by 
government action and from a disinclination to 
impair or endangor the national harmony or unity: 
and whereas, theso wrongs have gone on increas- 
ing without rebuko and indeed with apparent if 
not opon approval of tho existing powors at 
Washington ; and whereas, Abraham Lincoln the 
Chief Magistrate of the United States has thrown 
otT all disguiso of further pretence of respect for, 
or obedience to, tho Constitution or laws of tho 
National, or Stato Governments, violated all his 
pledges to the nation and especially to tho border 
slave States, and has proven faithless to his sworn 
dutios by usurping powers neither vested in him, 
delegated to the National Government, or existing 
anywhere in a free Government; and whereas, we 
deem it as much our duty to resist tho dostruetion 
of constitutional freedom by executive usurpa- 
tion, as by armed rebellion. Therefore — 

Resolved by the Senate of Kentucky, That wo de- 
clare the attempted suspension of the writ of 
habeas corpus by tho President of the United 
States not only unconstitutional, but absolutely 
void, and dediiro that anciont and chorishod writ 
of freedom in full force in Kentucky, and that it 
is the duty of tho courts, tho judges, tbc officers 
and people of the Stato to execute and obey it ac- 
cording to tho existing forms of law. 

2. Resolved, That the Presidential declaration 
of martial law in loyal States not in tho pres- 
ence of the enemy, nor in places where the civil 
tribunal cannot safely executo the laws, and re- 
mote from any present army the law thus declar- 
ed, is an act ot military tyranny, not necessary 
for any good or lawful purpose, and is a flagrant 
abuse of the power claimed by military command- 
ers to declare martial law within their lines bo- 
cause of tho exegencios and necessities of war. 

:t. Resolved, That the enticing away an 1 harbor- 
ing of slaves, owned by citizens of Kentucky, by 
regiments, or greater or smaller bodies of the ar- 
my, or individual soldiers, aro felonies by virtue of 
tho Constitution and laws of Kontucky; and wc 
declare it to bo the solomn duty of the Stato to 
enforce the law in that regard. 

4. Resolved, That wo declare tho President's 
Proclamations of tho 22d of September, 1802, 
and 1st of January, 18G3, as unauthorized by any 
constitutional grant or valid enactment, and is 
not sustained or justified by any recognized rights 
of a Coiniuandor-in-Chief, as understood in mod- 
ern civilization, and is based on a claim of power 
inconsistent with tho existence of free govern- 
ment. That Kentucky will not recognize tho 
pretended freedom of any slave claiming to have 
boon emancipated by virtue of these proclama- 
tions, and it is tho 3uty of the officers and citi- 
zens of tho Stato to arrest all such as fugitivo 
slavos, to be doalt with under tho statute laws of 
the State. 

5. Remitted, That tho public sentiment in this 
Stato revolts at the idea of Kentucky officers and 
troops serving in tho Federal army sido by side 
with African slaves as their ennpeers, equals and 
brothors in arms; and tho same public sentiment 
spurns as unworthy sons tho Kontucky regiment 
which could stand by with folded arms to witness 
tho massacre of non-combatant citizons, women 
and children, by African slaves, iu the assertion 
of thoir freedom under tho odious proclamations 
a'oresaid. 

6. Resolved, That the arrost, incarceration and 
transportation of non-combatant citizens of Ken- 
tucky, without tho authority and in disregard of 
constitutional law, deniod a trial or even a knowl 
edgo of the charges preferred, should bono longer 
willingly or tamely submitted to — there being not 
even a plausible pretext for this tyranny when 
tho loyal Stato and Federal Courts are in the full 
and uninterrupted exercise of their functions, ex- 
cept so far as interfered with by tho Fedoral Gov- 
ernment itself.

tho service of tho Unitod States; and whereas, 
there is no law of tho United States providing to 
pay their widows and heirs their arrears of pay 
due thorn at their death, and their bounty of$100 — 
therefore, 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, 

That Congress be requested to pass an act pro- 
viding to pay them their arrears of pay and S1U0 
bounty, duo them at tho timo of their death, in 
tho same manner and way that they would have 
been had they been mustered into tho service of 
the United States. 

Be it resolved further. That tho Governor be re- 
quested to transmit a copy of this preamble and 
resolutions to the members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives in Congress from this 
Stato. 

Mr. UNDERWOOD offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which was referred lo the 
committee on the Judiciary viz : 

Resolved, That tho committee on the Judiciary 
be instructed to inquire into tho proprioty of pro- 
viding, by Uw, for compensating an attorney to 
attend to tho prosecution of criminal cases in the 
Logan Circuit Court. 

Mr. ALLEN offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the committee 
on Banks, viz :

Hold Rcconnoissancc in Mobile Har- 
bor. 

A correspondent of the N. Y. Times, with 
the blockade of Mobile, gives the following 
description of -a bold reconnaissance into 
Mobile harbor, in the early part of Decem- 
ber: 

The vessels blockading the harbor on the 
14th ult., were the Brooklyn, Oneida, Pem- 
bina, Kanawha, Aroostook, Pinola, Kcnnc- 
beck, Pocahontas, R. It. Cuyler, and Mont- 
gomery. They arc anchored in a semicircle 
about three miles distant from Fort Morgan, 
with steam up constantly, and springs on 
their cables, ready to slip at a moments no- 
tice. 

The expedition into the harbor was com- 
posed of a picket boat's crew from the 
Brooklyn and Pembina, under charge of 
Lieuts. A. N. Mitchell and Prentiss. The 
crew were armed with cutlasses and revolv- 
ers. With muffled oars they pulled quietly 
in past the forts to a line of piles, the rebels 
have been driving across the flats between 
Fort Gaines and Morgan. It was a calm, 
still night, and very dark. They reached 
the piles, sounded along them as far as they 
were driven toward Fort Gaines, then back 
toward Fort Morgan, rinding from seven to 
ten feet of water. They arc pine logs, driven 
from three to ten feet apart. They pulled 
close up to Fort Morgan, so near they could 
see the sentries distinctly, without being 
discovered. The moon rising at this time, 
full and clear, they hastened back into the 
shadow of the piles, and taking their (bear- 
ings from thfin, pulled boldly out into the 
channel. They were then seen from the 
fort, as signals Were made to the steamers 
up above, and they came down immediately, 
but not quick enough, as the boat reached 
our ship before they got lo the fort. The 
expedition was well planned and boldly ex- 
ecuted; its success does not speak very well 
for the vigilance of the rebels. 

We can see the steamers down on the fiats 
driving the piles every day ; there are some 
times five of them, large, Mississippi-built 
side-wheelers, and it is very aggravating for 
us to be obliged to remain quietly at anchor 
and see them pulling around, sending out 
huge clouds of thick black smoke, and fly- 
ing the rebel Hag in our very faces, without 
being allowed to attack them. There are 
many queries as to their object in driving 
these piles. We suppose they intend to pre- 
vent the gunboats running over the flats, 
and thus compel them to keep the channel 
and run close under the guns of Fort Mor- 
gan; but we all draw so much water that 
it would not be possible for us to go over the 
flats, anyhow, so their trouble is quite un 
necessary.

We should expect nn Administration 
not entirely demented to read something of 
the signs of the times. The preseut one at 
Washington sees its friends condemned by 
the people in scores; and State Legislatures 
protesting against its programme for the 
w ar. In its present course its pow er of deal- 
"ng with the rebellion is \ye.ikcneil by its 
own acts. 

What remains of it represents but a mis- 
erable faction able only to do evil. 

It has-v command of armies, but is an ad- 
ministration so blind that it can suppose 
that the power to command on paper is sul" 
ficient; that a mighty public opinion at 
home will rule armies. The interest of offi- 
cers and soldiers is at home. Their essential 
interest is there, and proclamations and or- 
ders, which the heart of man revolts at, 
will be evaded by armies. 

This Administration has united its ene- 
mies and divided its friends, and will die of 
imbecility. No Administration ever had a 
higher mission; no party ever had an op- 
portunity to demonstrate its power and 
statesmanship. No Administration and no 
party ever so signally failed. They have 
given to party what belonged to their coun- 
try, and demonstrated to the world their in- 
capacity to act up to the great occasion. The 
intelligence of the masses has seen the f:iil- 
riire, the lamentable incapacity, and has giv- 
en their verdict against it. 

The cherished object of the masses is to 
restore the Union. They see, too, that the 
great object in the way is the Administra- 
tion and its party, and in restoring the Un- 
ion it is indispensable to remove this obsta- 
cle, and it shall be removed. 

This country presents the singularifpecta- 
cle of being ruled by two factions, one in 
power at Washington and the other in pow- 
er at Richmond ; one a theoretical despotism 
and partially practical ; the other a practical 
despotism and partially theoretical.' 

The masses of the people are the victims 
of the powers they have allowed to grow 
up. It is the interest of these powers to 
prosecute the irrepressible conflict; it is the 
interest of t lie masses to stop it, and restore 
the Union of their fathers. "No compro- 
mise !' shouts one of these factions. "No 
compromise!'' echoes the other; and yet 
the common sense of mankind knows that 
the Union was made by concessions and 
compromises, and must be restored by the 
same means. Thanks to a Democratic 
North. They have asserted their right to 
discuss the whole matter: and the day is 
coming when the South will do it, notwith- 
standing the grinding despotism, aided by 
the ill conduct of the party in power at 
Washington — these two factions of the irre- 
pressible conflict ; they will only prolong 
for a time these troubles. 

The masses North and South are friends. 
They have no reason to be otherwise; and 
when they do understand each other, they 
will take care, in all coming time, that these 
irrepressible demagognesshall not again dis- 
turb the public peace, to gratify their cursed 
ambition.

Recognizing our dependence on the Provi- 
dence of Almighty God, and mindful of our 
obligations for His mercies and grace to us 
individually and as a people, it is our bound 
en duty on all suitable occasions to bow

Command- 
ing officers of all grades are, therefore, earn- 
estly exhorted to issue their orders so as to 
give to all officers and soldiers an opportun- 
ity to attend Divine service that day. 

Experience supports the teachings of the 
Divine law, that one day in seven is regard- 
ed as a day of rest, for man. and beast. Pol- 
icy, therefore, as well as religious duly, calls 
upon us to reverence this Divine appoint- 
ment. 

All military duty not required for disci- 
pline, and defense, or the necessary collec- 
tion and preservation of supplies, will be 
dispensed with on the Sabbath, while the 
enemy is stationary, and every facility anil 
convenience practicable, will be afforded 
chaplains fur the celebration of Divine ser- 
vice, and officers and men will be encour- 
aged to attend.

IXFt.rx OF OoXTRAUAXDS iv NoitTn Oaro- 
i,xa, — A New England officer, writing from 
Plvmouth, N. C, speaks as follows of the 
influx of contrabands, and of the scarcity of 
salt among the rebels : 

There are or have been over six hundred 
contrabands whom we have had to teed. I 
shipped lo Newbern yesterday and the day 
before, about four hundred of them, which 
hss relieved us very much. "They come into 
<Hir lines every day, more or less, and we 
have to feed them. 

Hundreds of citizens come in town to take 
the oath of allegiance and get salt Many 
of them have been known to take the oath 
and get salt and go sell it to the rebel sol- 
diers. I have made it a point now to give 
orders lor salt only to such as can bring tea 
timony that they are good Union men- 
About one in ten is able to get it. I have 
had offers of ten, twenty, and fifty dollars 
for a bushel, and the people are suffering 
very much for want of it.

Again it becomes our painful duty to announce 
the death of a very dear friend and old school- 
mate, Oapt. Daniel Garrard, of the 22d Regiment 
Kentucky Volunteers, U. S. A., who was killed 
in the late battle of Vicksburg, on tho 29th of 
December, 1*112, while valliantly leading on his 
men, under a most terrific lire ol the enemy, by a 
shot in the temple, standiDg, as he was, near his 
colors. Ho was borne off tho field immediately. 

Captain Garrard was born in the month of Jan- 
uary, IS-ll, his parents residing at that time in 
Boyle county, where he passed tho early part of 
his youth. In tho fall of 1S57 his parents re- 
moved to Frankfort. Ho was educated in the 
well known school of .Mr. Sayrc, where he finish- 
ed his studies — a school-fellow beloved by all his 
class-mates and fellow students for bis silent, un- 
pretending manners, great kindness and generos- 
ity, besides a marked frankness of disposition. 
Never seeking the companionship of others, yet 
affording attractions which insensibly, hut never- 
theless irrosistably, drew others to him. He was 
n n apt and careful student — mastering whatever 
was difficult to others with great ease and quick- 
ness — possessing a fine preccption, sharpened by 
the application to arduous study : and, moreover, 
a favorite with his teacher at bH tiinc9. But 
what most distinguished him was his high moral 
worth, having a character so unsullied, and con- 
ducting himself with so much propriety, that he 
was noted of all others. Bad habits were foreign 
to his nature. For him the intoxicating glass, 
the card table, and the midnight revel, afforded 
not sufficient inducements to barter away a fair 
reputation for the sake of momentary pleasures. 
Chaste in thought, language, and action, ho was 
the darling idol of his family to whom his very 
presence was a fountain of happiness. 

During the fall of 18<ll , in the latter part of 
October, he recruited a company, which ho at 
tached to tho regiment of Col. D. W. Lindsey; 
and during the fall and winter was engaged 
among the wilds of Big Sandy river, Eastern 
Kentucky, iu many trying expeditions and seve 
ral sharp skirmishes. AV'hen General Morgan 
took possession of tho Cumberland Gap — a mod 
ern Gibraltar — where remaining intrenched until 
tho month of Septomber, 18112, his troops were 
compelled lo cut their way through to tho Ohio 
having encountered many hardships, and passed 
through unparalleled dangers; when they wore 
filially ordered to Vicksburg, where, in a most 
despcrato struggle, Capt. (Iarrard fell, beloved by 
his men as he was in his own quiet home; in the 
very bud ling of life and buoyant health, a vic- 
tim. Oh, God ! how hard a fate. 

Ho had almost attained the age of 22 years. 
Truly had he 

"The grateful spirit that improves 
And brightens every gift by fortune'given, 
Thai, wander where it will, with those it loves 
Makes every place a home, and home a heaven.' 

With his bereaved, almost heart-broken pa 
rontsand sisters, whoso pride and pet has been so 
cruelly torn away from them in such an nnscason 
able hour, docs a large community deeply sym 
pnthise: and many of bis dearest friends and re 
lations will re-echo the sounds of grief from souls 
burdened with sorrow. 

And while your eyes arc yet dimmed with tears, 
remember your boy has been snatched away from 
you bnt to be transported to a region of bliss 
where death and war is unknown, but where 
peace reigns forever supreme.
